1.  Shall  the  government  of  the  Police  Department  of  the  Town  of 
Bristol  be  entrusted  to  a  police  commission?

b.  Appointment  of  the  Governor  with  consent  of  the  council 
Submitted  by  Petition 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  elect  the  Chief  of  Police  rather 
than  have  the  selectmen  appoint  one.  This  would  be  effective  as  of  Town 
Meeting  1983.  Candidates  for  the  above  mentioned  office  must  meet 
minimum  state  requirements  for  being  a  Chief  of  Police.  If  no  certified 
candidates  file,  the  selectmen  may  appoint  a  chief  for  the  period  until 
the  following  town  meeting.  Passage  of  this  article  would  rescind  article  16 
of  the  town  warrant  dated  1957.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

The  Town  of  Bristol  is  continuing  to  show  moderate  growth,  both  in  the 
private  sector  and  in  local  government.  As  new  homes  are  built,  professional 
buildings  erected,  new  enterprises  such  as  the  "fish  farm"  move  into  town; 
and  the  housing  developments  move  from  plans  on  paper  to  people  living  year 
round,  our  municipal  services  will  tend  to  increase.  With  increase  in  services, 
taxes  shall  have  the  unfortunate  nature  to  also  move  upward. 

Reviewing  Bristol  for  1981,  several  factors  have  come  into  being,  namely 
— a  new  firetruck  which  has  already  greatly  increased  the  fire  fighting  ef- 
ficiency of  the  fire  department;  a  new  town  truck,  plow  and  wing  helping  to 
keep  the  town  abreast  of  road  work  and  snow  removal;  and  a  million  dollar 
"new"  water  system  supplying  the  entire  town  plus  new  customers.  These 
are  just  examples  of  growth  in  your  town  facilities  and  equipment.  Sub- 
division plans  continue  to  come  before  the  Planning  Board  showing  Bristol 
is  not  standing  still.  Our  town  is  growing. 

Administratively,  the  selectmen  are  trying  to  cope  with  the  increase  in 
paperwork  resulting  with  more  permanent  town  employees,  state  and  federal 
reports,  record  keeping,  taxes,  and  agency  data.  It  is  hoped  this  year  we  shall 
obtain  a  computer  service  for  tax  collection.  In  addition,  our  budetery  process 
has  to  be  streamlined  to  make  it  more  understandable  to  you,  the  voter- 
taxpayer. 

The  selectmen  will  not  turn  their  head  and  say  there  is  not  a  problem  with 
our  police  department.  We  will  acknowledge  that  the  problem  in  general  can 
best  be  worked  toward  an  equitable  solution  by  all  of  us  pulling  together. 
To  simply  complain  is  not  enough.  Understanding  is  in  great  demand  these 
days. 

Lastly,  due  to  cut-backs  being  made  in  Washington  and  the  State  passing 
on  to  the  towns  the  obligation  of  paying  for  services  once  assumed  at  the 
higher  levels  of  government,  it  means  we  are  in  for  some  "belt-tightening." 
Our  anticipated  state  revenues  are  predicted  to  be  down  a  minimum  of 
$27,000  this  year.  On  the  other  side  of  the  ledger,  we  can  expect  sizeable 
increases  in  our  local  welfare  portion  of  the  budget  due  to  cutbacks  in  state 
services.  1982  will  certainly  be  a  year  of  transition  of  the  tax  dollar. 

The  selectmen  wish  to  publicly  thank  all  town  employees  for  the  job  they 
have  done,  acknowledge  the  long  hours  rendered  by  all  appointed  members 
of  the  town  family  who  often  go  unrecognized  for  their  contribution  to  a  suc- 
cessfully managed  town  and  a  very  special  "thank  you"  to  Representative 
Bruce  Rounds  who  facilitates  our  contacts  with  legislative  leaders  and  state 
agencies.  Lastly,  we  wish  to  express  our  gratitude  to  the  many,  many  citizens 
who  demonstrate  patience  and  understanding  as  to  the  manner  in  which 
we,  as  selectmen,  attempt  to  handle  town  affairs.

We  have  examined  the  combined  financial  statements  and  the  com- 
bining, individual  fund  and  account  group  financial  statements  of  the 
Town  of  Bristol,  New  Hampshire,  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  December 
31,  1980,  as  listed  in  the  table  of  contents.  Our  examination  was  made  in 
accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards  and,  accordingly, 
included  such  tests  of  the  accounting  records  and  such  other  auditing 
procedures  as  we  considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

As  described  in  Note  IG,  the  combined  financial  statements  referred 
to  above  do  not  include  financial  statements  of  the  General  Fixed 
Asset  group  of  accounts  which  should  be  included  to  conform  with 
generally  accepted  accounting  principles. 

In  our  opinion,  except  that  omission  of  the  General  Fixed  Asset 
group  of  accounts  results  in  an  incomplete  presentation  as  explained  in 
the  above  paragraph,  the  combined  financial  statements  and  the  combining, 
individual  fund  and  account  group  financial  statements  referred  to  above, 
present  fairly  the  financial  position  of  the  Town  of  Bristol,  New  Hampshire 
at  December  31,  1980,  and  the  results  of  its  operations  for  the  year  then 
ended,  in  conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles  applied 
on  a  basis  consistent  with  that  of  the  preceding  year. 

Our  examination  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  opinion 
on  the  combined  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole  and  on  the  com- 
bining, individual  fund  and  account  group  financial  statements.  The 
accompanying  financial  information  listed  as  supporting  schedules  in  the 
table  of  contents  is  presented  for  purposes  of  additional  analysis  and  is 
not  a  required  part  of  the  combined  financial  statements  of  the  Town 
of  Bristol,  New  Hampshire.  The  information  has  been  subjected  to  the 
auditing  procedures  applied  in  the  examination  of  the  combined,  combin- 
ing, individual  fund  and  account  group  financial  statements  and,  in  our 
opinion,  is  fairly  stated  in  all  material  respects  in  relation  to  the  combined 
financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole. 

Comments  and  Recommendations 
General  Ledger  System 

1.     The  Town  presently  maintains  a  handposted  single  entry  bookkeeping 
system  for  all  the  governmental  funds.   We  have  in  the  past  made 
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certain  recommendations  regarding  the  possibility  of  acquiring  elec- 
tronic data  processing  equipment  that  would  provide  for  a  double 
entry  system  as  well  as  payroll  and  tax  billing  functions.  There  is  a 
need  for  a  general  ledger  and  encumbrance-type  monthly  reporting 
system  which  will  summarize  the  results  of  the  financial  transactions 
on  a  cash  and  commitment  type  basis. 

The  benefits  of  developing  a  general  ledger,  which  would  summarize 
in  a  concise  manner  the  financial  activity  of  the  Town,  are  numerous 
and  include  the  following: 

a.  A  general  ledger  and  encumbrance-type  reporting  system  will 
provide  monthly  financial  reports  which  will  assist  Town  Manage- 
ment in  monitoring  the  activity  of  the  Town  on  a  more  up-to- 
date  basis.  For  example,  departmental  purchase  orders  out- 
standing at  the  end  of  the  month  would  be  designated  on  the 
financial  statements  as  encumbered  funds,  thereby  disclosing  a 
more  accurate  accounting  of  the  appropriation  balances. 

b.  Through  the  use  of  a  general  ledger,  additonal  controls  could 
be  established  over  noncash  transactions,  such  as  journal  entries, 
capital  project  expenditures,  encumbrances,  accounts  receivable 
and  payables.  A  general  ledger  establishes  control  over  subsidijiry 
accounting  records  and  provides  a  means  for  periodic  reconcilia- 
tion to  insure  that  the  daily  recorded  transactions  are  properly 
summarized. 

c.  A  general  ledger  provides  a  means  for  the  Town  to  prepare 
periodic  comparative  reports  of  revenue,  expenditures  and  finan- 
cial condition.  These  reports  are  particularly  useful  as  a  means  of 
reporting  on  the  stewardship  role  of  Town  officials  to  their 
constituency  and  of  meeting  the  growing  demands  of  the  invest- 
ment community  for  financial  disclosure. 

d.  A  general  ledger  would  enable  the  Town  to  record  adjustments 
resulting  from  audits  of  its  financial  records.  Thus,  Town  man- 
agement would  be  able  to  address  inquiries  regarding  results  of 
the  audit  and  have  a  formal  record  that  all  audit  adjustments 
have  been  recorded. 

New  Trust  Funds 

We  noted  the  Trustees  accepted  a  new  trust  fund  in  the  name  of  L. 
Kenneth  Tilton  Trust.  The  purpose  of  the  fund  has  not  been  determined, 
inasmuch  as  a  trust  document  has  not  been  received  by  the  Trustees. 
We  recommend  the  Trustees  accept  new  trust  funds  only  with  a  trust 
document  which  should  state  the  purpose  of  the  bequest  and  the  authority 
to  expend  the  funds.

CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  REPORT 

Present  plans  are  to  continue  work  on  the  spring  on  Route  3A  and  have  it 
operating  by  this  summer.  All  obstacles  seem  to  be  behind  us  now  since  ob- 
taining the  gift  of  land  from  Mr.  Leslie  Breck  and  receiving  the  necessary 
assistance  and  permits  from  the  State  Highway  Department.  Paul  and  Ann 
Plankey  have  generously  given  us  the  use  of  the  spring  itself  located  on  their 
land.  The  watering  trough  and  water  spout  will  be  situated  on  the  newly 
acquired  Breck  land.  A  parking  area  will  be  made  just  off  the  highway. 

We  have  a  growing  concern  for  the  protection  of  Bristol's  wetlands  and 
are  continuing  our  efforts  in  mapping  and  protecting  them. 

Again  we  would  remind  people  that  there  exists  state  and  federal  laws 
regarding  dredging,  filling,  major  excavation  for  sand  and  gravel,  dumping 
of  refuse  in  undesignated  areas  and  alteration  of  wetlands.  Please  obtain 
the  necessary  permits  before  starting  your  project  or  using  land,  even  though 
it  is  yours,  in  any  of  the  above  ways.

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BRISTOL  WATER  COMMISSION 


The  Department  has  accompUshed  a  major  milestone  equal  to  purchasing 
the  system  from  the  Bristol  Aqueduct  Company  over  forty  years  ago.  The  new 
Fowler  River  pumping  station  and  the  system  tie-in  with  the  existing  water 
system  is  now  complete  and  operational. 

With  the  Lake  Project  system  operational  the  Storm  Center  has  been 
placed  on  a  stand-by  basis.  It  can  and  has  been  made  operational  in  only 
minutes. 

The  Bristol  Water  Works  has  finally  eliminated  the  perpetual  annual 
service  freeze-ups.  This  has  been  accomplished  over  a  period  of  about  five 
years  of  intensive  supervision.  Each  service  was  excavated  and  set  deeper  to 
be  below  the  frost  line. 

Our  new  Superintendant,  Mr.  Gary  Chandler,  who  started  employment 
in  March  of  1981,  has  performed  an  outstanding  job  for  the  department. 

The  department  is  running  on  a  break  even  basis,  monetarily,  at  this 
period  of  time.  No  rate  adjustments  are  anticipated  during  the  year  1982.

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FIRE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

The  Bristol  Fire  Department  wishes  to  take  this  opportunity  to  sum- 
marize the  fires  and  their  activities  for  the  past  year. 

The  department  responded  to  79  calls  this  past  year.  There  were  6 
structural  fires,  36  chimney  fires,  12  Mutual  Aid  or  out-of-town  calls,  2  car  or 
truck  fires,  1  gas  washdown,  2  false  alarms,  4  power  lines  down,  1  house 
alarm,  1  dumpster,  2  electrical,  4  smoke  calls,  5  grass  or  small  brush  fires 
and  3  miscellaneous  calls. 

This  past  year  at  Town  Meeting  it  was  voted  to  buy  a  new  pumper- 
tanker  to  replace  our  old  500  gallon  truck.  After  a  lot  of  looking  and  talking 
with  different  companys,  the  Fire  Commissioners  settled  on  an  American 
LaFrance  with  a  750  gallon  tank,  1000  GPM  pump  and  a  Diesel  motor.  The 
members  of  the  fire  company  also  bought  a  6  inch  length  of  suchose  for  the 
truck. 

The  Commissioners  also  had  the  glass  in  the  overhead  doors  of  the 
apparatus  room  insulated  with  styrofoam  and  two  ceiling  fans  installed.  This 
they  hope  will  make  it  warmer  and  also  cut  the  fuel  bill.  An  add-to  the  radio 
tower  was  also  completed.  This  was  needed  to  help  keep  down  the  heat  to  the 
radios  from  the  generator.  This  they  hope  will  keep  the  repairs  on  some  of 
the  radios  down. 

Weekly  training  has  continued  and  the  inspection  of  Town  and  public 
buildings  by  the  Commissioners  are  still  being  done  with  the  hopes  of  pre- 
venting fires.  Again  this  year,  the  biggest  of  all  fire  calls  were  for  chimney 
fires.  We  all  hope  that  this  next  year  will  bring  less  calls  of  all  kinds  and 
especially  chimney  fires .

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BRISTOL  PLANNING  BOARD 

Significant  developments  of  the  past  year  include  changes  in  the 
membership  of  the  Planning  Board  and  the  commencement  of  work  on  the 
two  year  Bristol  Master  Plan  in  cooperation  with  the  Lakes  Region  Planning 
Commission. 

After  many  years  of  service,  Chairman  Ralph  H.  Dow  resigned  to  devote 
full  time  to  his  business  interests.  Joe  Patterson  left  to  more  fully  enjoy  the 
pleasures  of  retirement  and  Charles  Greenwood  was  replaced  as  the  select- 
man member  by  Arnold  Kimball.  We  thank  all  of  them  for  their  insight 
and  counsel  and  welcome  new  members  Jacqueline  Wheeler  and  Warren 
Remick. 

The  first  phase  of  the  Bristol  Comprehensive  Master  Plan  got  underway, 
with  the  Planning  Board  developing  a  Community  Survey  for  distribution  to 
all  year-round  and  seasonal  households  and  property  owners.  The  Lakes 
Region  Planning  Commission  provided  assistance  in  the  questionaire  formu- 
lation, tabulation  and  preparation  of  the  survey  results  summary  report. 

The  survey  sought  information,  attitudes  and  opinions  on  such  issues 
as  future  development  and  growth,  downtown  assets  and  liabilities,  land  use 
regulations  and  the  adequacy  of  community  facilities  and  services. 

In  addition,  the  Planning  Commission  completed  two  major  elements 
of  the  Master  Plan:  (1)  Population  and  (2)  Existing  Land  Use  Study.  The 
Population  section  describes  Bristol's  historical  population  trends,  and 
analysis  of  the  town's  population  with  appropriate  charts  and  graphs  and  a 
projected  future  population  through  the  year  2000. 

The  Land  Use  section  discusses  the  existing  developed  land  use  patterns 
within  the  community  and  provides  a  land  capability  analysis,  identifying  and 
evaluating  Bristol's  natural  resource  base,  including  soils  and  slope  con- 
ditions which  will  inhibit  future  development  in  some  areas  and  encourage  it 
in  others. 

The  Commission  has  completed  a  Land  Capability  Map  for  the  Planning 
Board's  use  and  currently  is  assisting  a  Plymouth  State  College  student  in 
the  preparation  of  a  town  wetlands  map  for  the  Conservation  Commission. 
The  Commission  is  active  in  recommending  changes  to  the  State  Solid  Waste 
Management  Law.  These  changes  would  provide  for  a  fairer  funding  formula 
and  a  more  realistic  implementation  schedule  for  each  of  the  region's  com- 
munities.
